nicipal District of Morinville, By-Law No. 94, empowering the 
council for the publishing of its minutes and news of the 


Municipal District was given third and final reading. 


Effec- 


tive January Ist, 1950, it means that all resident ratepayers 
will receive a copy of either the St. Albert Gazette, Morinville 


Journal or Legal Record. 

The publisher, T. W. Pue, call- 
ed on the council in regards to 
the supplying all the resident rate- 
payers with a paper beginning as 
at January 1, 1950. The plan is 
to be confirmed at the annual 
meeting of the ratepayers of the 
municipality on the third Satur- 
day in February, 1950 and com- 
prises the following: 

1. A copy of each meeting re- 
port, advertisement or other in- 
formation issued from the office 
will be contained in the paper. 


2. The cost to the municipality 


will be $1 per year per resident 
ratepayer. There will be no addi- 
tional charge. 


8. Payment to be made upon 
quarterly billing. 
4. The plan to go into effect 


January 1, 1950. 


5. The plan to be presented to 
the annual meeting of ratepayers 
in February and if it meets with 
the approval of the meeting will 
be continued until further notice.

Why Weeds Persist 


While much has been said of the 
merits of 2,4-D in weed control, 
A. M. Wilson, Alberta’s Field 
Crops Commissioner, points out 
that neither chemicals nor timely 
cultivation can be expected to ef- 
fect marked improvement in the 
weed situation unless more atten- 
tion is paid to the type of seed 
that goes into the ground. 

A seed drill survey made last 
spring by Municipal Service Board 
officials showed that 30 to 70 per 
cent of the seed sown by Alberta 
farmers was of rejected grade. 
This means that many farmers are 
still planting noxious weeds uni- 
fromly over their entire crop area, 
and then spending considerable 
sums of money in an endeavor to 
control them. The solution to this, 
says Mr. Wilson, is to exercise 
more care in cleaning seed. 

The fanning mill is one of the 
most valuable machines on the 
farm is properly used. Efficient 
operation consists. basically of 
careful choice of screens, controll- 
ing the speed of operation, and 
preventing overloading of grain on 
the sieves Where _ centralized 
cleaning plants and portable seed 
cleaners ar available, 
be used to advantage. 

If every farmer in Alberta paid 
strict attention to the type of seed 
he sows, the saving in money and 
time would be tremendous.

Alberta Agricultural 
Engineering 
Committee 


A survey of irrigation cost fig- 
ures and the assembling of infor- 
mation for a bulletin on the use of 
tillage machines in Alberta were 
two projects that received atten- 
tion when members of the Alberta 
Agricultural Engineering Com- 
mittee met in Edmonton on Nov. 
18 and 19. Made up of agricul- 
tural engineers of Dominion, Pro- 
vincial and University services 
operating in Alberta, this commit- 


tee provides guidance for the 
farmers of the province in machin- 
ery selection, maintenance and 
use. 


Since 1946, when the committee 
was first organized, the number 
of members has increased from 
five to 16. During that time prog- 
ress has been made in the solution 
of a number of problems from the 
farm engineering angle, and in 
making the knowledge available 
the man on the land. 

Methods of legume seed _ har- 
vesting have been investigated, 
a bulletin on one-way disc main- 
tenance and operation has been 
prepared and distributed, and the 
place of a variety of machines on 
Alberta farms has been consider- 
ed. The Alberta Agricultural En- 
gineering committee was also re- 
sponsible for the rules and proce- 


dure of the tiller competitions 
which are becoming increasingly 
popular,

Sows In Winter 


The commercial swine breeder 
may well consider the brood sow 
his most important investment. 

The constructive breeder breeds 
mainly from gilts, but for the pro- 
duction of market hogs, proven 
sows should be brought up in con- 
as they are capable of producing 
thrifty litters. Sows should not be 
kept through the winter unless 
they have previously demonstra- 
ted their ability to produce and 
raise a large litter. 

After the fall litters are wean- 
ed, in October or November, the 
sows should be borught up in con- 
dition for breeding in December 
or January, says C. G. Hickman, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa, Ont. 

A feed mixture of two parts 
oats, one part barley and one part 
wheat, or one of equal parts oats 
and barley, with additional pro- 
tein supplement to bring the pro- 
tein level of the ration to 14 per 
cent, is a basic dry or pregnant 
sow ration. Smaller amounts of 
barley or wheat may be fed. The 
protein supplement should consist 
of approximately half animal pro- 
tein and half vegetable protein. 

Skim milk, buttermilk, or whey 
are excellent protein  supple- 
ments. One pound of a mixture of 
bonemeal and iodized salt in equal 
parts to 100 pounds os the above 
dry meal mixture will provide am- 
ple amounts of the necessary min- 
erals. 

Vitamin requirements are satis- 
fied by either providing green hay 
freely or by including 5 to 15 er 
cent alfalfa meal in the ration. 
One pound of dry feed to 100 
pounds of sow per day is a guide 
to how much feed should be fed. 
The sows should not become over- 
fat. 

Housing need not be elaborate. 
In winter, dry or pregnant sows 
are better outside with cabins for 
shelter and lots for exercise. Feed- 
ing some distance from the cabins 
provides the necessary exercise. 
Well drained land is ideal location 
for the cabins. 

Drafts can be prevented and 
heat retained in roughly built 
cabins by placing several together 
and surrounding all but the en- 
trances with straw held firm with 
a snow fence.

Oil Sands Research 
To Carry On 


McMURRAY. — Although the 
federal government has decided to 
abandon work on the Abasand oils 
project begun during the war, re- 
search in connection with the re- 
covery of oil from the Alberta oil 
sands is to continue against the 
day when Canada’s great western 
oilfields give out, or until some 
method may be discovered which 
will permit the recovery of oil 
from the sands on an economic 
basis. 

Officials of the department of 
mines and technical surveys said 
at Ottawa Wednesday that far 
from abandoning research into 
recovry of oil from the sands, the 
department will continue investi- 
gations in the laboratory. 

These officials pointed out that 
at present three separate groups 
are carrying on—and will con- 
tinue to carry on—research in 
this field: the Alberta govern- 
ment, which is operating a test 
separation plant at Bitumount 
and which is working on what is 
known as the hot water process; 
the bureau of mines, pursuing in- 
vestigations on the cold water 
process, and the National Re- 
search Council, which is working 
on a fluidized sand technique for 
direct distillation of oil from the 
sands. 

REASONS FOR 
ABANDONMENT 


Reasons why the Dominion is 
abandoning its extensive field 
operation at Abasand are two- 
fold. First, the Abasand plant 
burned down in 1946 and, second, 
the tremendous production of the 
Leduc and Redwater fields has 
placed at the Dominion’s disposal 
a tremendous supply of high grade 
oil. 

It would be uneconomic, in view 
of Canada’s present cheap _ pro- 
duction of high-grade oil, to pur- 
sue field operations at Abasand 
for the purpose of producing oil 
commercially. During the war the 
project appeared to be  worth- 
while, in view of the fact that 
every gallon of oil was needed. 
THE SITUATION 
COULD CHANGE 

“But 25 or 50 years from now 
the situation may be different,” 
an official pointed out. “It is im- 


possible to say just how long 
Canada’s producing fields will 
last, although they would appear 
to be very extensive. 

“But, in the event of these big 
fields running out, we want to be 
ready with the answers when 
commercial interests turn to us to 
ask what can be done with the 
nation’s tremendous oil sand de- 
posits. For this reason we will 
continue investigations.” 

Research Council of Alberta has 
been working in conjunction with 
the provincial government on the 
oil sands project at Bitumount 
for a number of years. Its work is 
continuous, as efforts are made 
to unlock the door to production 
of oil from the sands on a com- 
mercial basis.

Cakes For The 
Freezer 


One advantage of the home 
freezer or locker is that baking for 
holiday entertainment can be done 
early. Fancy breads, canapes, 
cakes, cookies, candies, tarts and 
pies prepared and frozen well 
ahead of the event need only be re- 
heated or refreshed the day they 
are to be used. 

Mrs. Vera Macdonald, super- 
visor of the Home Economics Di- 
vision, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, says that any butter 
cake, freshly baked, will be a good 
freezer, but cakes with fruit added 
freeze especially well. The fruit 
(orange, bananas, pineapple, or 
apple sauce) keep a butter cake 
moist and keeps it from getting 
compact in texture during stor- 
age. Sponge and angel food 
cakes freeze beautifully. Spice 
cakes tend to grow strong in the 
freezer so it is better to use about 
half the spice called for. 

Christmas fruit cakes seem to 
improve on freezing. They retain 
their moisture and do not crumble 
when sliced after thawing. 

Cakes may be frozen in the bat- 
ter stage, but there is less chance 
of failure if they are baked be- 
fore freezing. However, butter 
will take up less storage space es- 
pecially if put in waxed cartons 
rather than cake pans. Use double 
action baking powder for batters 
to be frozen. Before baking thaw 


the batter completely at room 
temperature. 
Baked cakes may be frozen 


frosted or plain, but it is wise to 
postpone filling a layer cake until 
serving time to avoid sogginess 
when thawed. Frosted cakes 
should be frozen before wrapping. 
A good cake, well packaged may 
be stored in the freezer for four 
months, although angel cakes and 
sponge cakes may be stored six to 
eight months, and fruit cakes as 
long as a year
